Fear America Will

SAYS LETTER IS NOT 
EXPRESSION OF MAJORITY 


Press Agrees With Bonar Law 
In Terming Publication a 
Great Misfortune 


London, Dec. 1—England fervently 
hopes America is not misled by the 
Marquis of Lansdowne’s letter. Ap- 
prehension lest the viewpoint taken 
by the statesman be mistakenly. at- 
tributed as that of a majority of Eng- 
lishmen was foremost in the editor- 
ial comment today. 

Publication of Lansdowne’s views 
has created a bitter whirlwind of dis- 
pute. Supporters pro and con are 
both quoting President Wilson freely 
in support of and against the former 
foreign minister’s views. The anti- 
Lansdowne adherents insist the prin- 
ciples enumerated are utterly oppos- 
ed to the Wilsonian viewpoint, while 
supporters of the “no knockout” idea 
declare it is the essence of the Amer- 
ican president's policies. 

Most of the press agreed with Bon- 
ar Law today, that publication of the 
letter. was “a national misfortune.” 

Bonar Law’s speech denouncing 
the Lansdowne letter was promi- 
nently displayed by, all newspapers, 
particular emphasis being laid on the 
chancellor of the’ Exchequer’s declar- 
ation: 

“The letter is based upon an as- 
sumption—and a strange assumption 
—that because the Germans hay they 
are ready to have a pact of nations 
and to talk about disarmanent, there- 
fore peace is possible. 

“We are told there has _ been 
great change in German feeling.
